Commemorative coins 
are delivered by the Mints, at 
face value, to the _ respective 
agents named in the Acts of Con- 
gress authorizing the issue of 
special coins. Application should 
be made to these designated 
igents. When the name of an 
agent does not appear in this list, 
it indicates that the supply on 
hand has been entirely sold out, 
either to dealers or collectors, 
and application must then be 
made through these channels. 

There is no mailing list main- 
tained by the Treasury Depart- 
ment nor by this Mint covering 
the issue of commemorative coins.

GOLD, AND THE U. S. MONE- 
TARY STANDARD 

The United States gold dollar 
is defined by Presidential Procla- 
mation as containing 15-5/21 
grains of gold 9/10 fine, which is 
1/35 of a fine ounce. Gold is re- 
ceived by United States mints 
and assay offices at $35 per fine 
ounce, which is the monetary 
value of gold based on the pre- 
sent content of the gold dollar 
(less % of 1 percent and regular 
mint charges) and is released at 
the same price (plus % of 1 per- 
cent and regular mint charges), 
principally for the settlement of 
internation balances. 

The gold dollar is the standard 
unit of value of the United States, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury 
is required to maintain all forms 
of money issued or coined by the 
United States at parity with the 
gold dollar. However, the Govern- 
ment does not issue any gold 
coin, does not permit the hoard- 
ing of gold, and issues gold cer- 
tificates only to Federal Banks. 
The present monetary system of 
the United States is at least in 
these respects different from the 
gold standard system in opera- 
tion prior to April 1933. The pre- 
sent system is sometimes des- 
cribed as a “gold bullion stan- 
dard” or a “modified gold stan- 
dard” system.

THE RARE 1882 V NICKEL 


A Gem Proof struck in nickel 
with the reverse of the 1883 with- 
out cents. 

This coin is not listed in the 
Red Book, yet some 21 pcs. were 
struck. Mr. Bob McAusland, 
prominent coin dealer from Cald- 
well, N. J. has offered the follow- 
ing information. It is listed as 
Raritie (8) and believes there are 
but twelve around, as he possess- 
es one, and has seen one circulat- 
ed. Recently one was offered to 
me by the Hollenbeck Co. and I 
possess the above. This accounts 
for (4) pieces. Bob rates this co.n 
near the rare 1913 Liberty nickel 
of which six were struck. This 
1882 I believe is under-rated, as 
the 1856 F.E. cent is valued at 
$600. of which better than 1000 
were struck, the 1913 nickel is 
valued about $10,000. All three 
coins are not regular issues, yet 
the 1882 nickel is hardly heard of. 
There are a number of these in 
copper and aluminum which were 
struck as test patterns. The 1882 
nickel is rarer by far than the 
1856 cent, yet can be bought for 
about $150.00. Had this coin been 
publicized and a slot placed for it 
in the coin folders as the 1856 
cent, it would be valued at least 
five times that of the 1856 pat- 
tern cent.

UNCIRCULATED—Made for general cir- 
culation when minted but never reaches 
circulation. Has a mint lustre, no scratch- 
es, rubbings or mars. 

EXTRA FINE & A. U.—about same. 
Coin is about uncirculated, slightly worn 
on high points and may have some mint 
lustre.

V. FINE—Has been circulated but all * 
features and lettering are sharp. 

FINE—Hias all features and lettering 
but not sharp. Liberty is readable. 

Vv. G.—Has border rims most features 
and lines visible. Part of Liberty visible.

FAIR—Considerably worn.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 


1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
ear are a good spot to look for wear. On 
a coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing, on a coin graded fine 
they should be sharp. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, and 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail shows on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
clear lines, 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased tor $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care} 
condition, value, amount minted, types) - 
how coins are made, and other news of ¥ 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coms depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading , 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. S. Office 
of Treasuerer, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Coommemorative half dollars 
are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

THE KING OF AMERICAN 
RARITIES 


The most talked about and 
rarest silver coin is the 1804 sil- 
ver dollar. It is said the scarcity 
of this dollar was due to the 
sinking of a China bound vessel 
with the entire mintage of the 
1804 dollar. This vessel should 
have been shipping Spanish milled 
dollars instead. Somehow the 
1804 shipment took its place, due 
to urgency. 


There are but seven, possibly 
eight in existence. They are as 
follows, as listed from an old edi- 
tion mint book some time in the 
18th Century. One, rests in the 
Mint Cabinet, its weight 415.2 
grains. Second, was owned by 
M. A. Stickney, procurred from 
the mint in 1843 in exchange for 
other coins. Third, was bought 
by W. S. Appleton in 1868 for 
$750.00. Fourth, was purchased 
by L. G. Parmelee at the sale of 
E. H. Sandford’s collection for 
$700.00. The fifth, W. B. Wetmore 
bought of Mr. Parmelee, 1868 
for $600.00. The sixth unknown 
owner formerly in the collection 
of Robert C. Davis of Philadel- 
phia sold for $1200.00. Seventh, 
H. Chapman purchased it at an 
auction at Berlin in 1884 and was 
resold to Mr. Scott, a dealer in 
coins in 1885 for $1000.00. 


There are a few restrikes which 
were struck in 1858, but, there is 
a marked difference between 
these and the originals, their 
weight being 381.5. One of these 
pieces sold in the Berg collection 
for $740.00. These dies were de- 
stroyed in 1869. 


There has never been any coun- 
terfeit dies of the 1804 ever made. 
It is the mint regulation that all 
dies be destroyed at the close of 
each year. 


The above reference facts and 
figures were quoted some eighty 
years ago. The present market 
value for an original 1804 would 
be about $10,000 to $12,000. A 
restrike 1804 has sold for as high 
as $6,000.
